TO HEADS OF DEPARTMENTAL HEADQUARTERS ELEMENTS

DELEGATION. Under the authority vested in me as Secretary of Energy and pursuant to
sections 642 and 643 of the Department of Energy Organization Act (Public Law 95-91,

42 U.S.C. 7252 and 7253), | delegate to Heads of Departmenta Headquarters Elements the
authority to establish, dter, consolidate or discontinue such organizationa units or components
within their assgned organizationa eements as shelhe may deem to be necessary or
gppropriate. Organizationd eements assigned to the Under Secretary and the Under Secretary
for Science are excluded from this Order. In addition, in accordance with section 3159 of the
Floyd D. Spence Nationa Defense Authorization Act for FY 2001, the Administrator for
Nuclear Security and the organizationa eements under the Nationa Nuclear Security
Adminigration are excluded from this Order.

A. In exercising the authorities delegated by this Order or as redelegated pursuant thereto,
the delegate(s) will be limited by approved budgets, saffing level dlocations, and Senior
Executive Service and other executive resource position adlocations. Organizationa
changes shal not be announced or implemented until appropriate union coordination
and other pre-release clearances have been obtained.

B. The authorities delegated by this Order do not include approva of additiond, deletion,
or trandfer of mission and functions of or between Departmental Headquarters or Field
Elements, which authority is reserved to the Secretary.

C. Heads of Departmenta Headquarters Elements may delegate the authority to ater or
consolidate organizationa eements further, in whole or in part, condstent with the terms
of the Department of Energy Organization Act, to an officid or officids one level below
the Head of the Departmental Headquarters element.

D. The authority to establish or discontinue organizationd elements at the first or second
level below the Head of the Headquarters eement may not be redel egated.

E This authority shal be exercised in accordance with, and shall be subject to the
requirements of, the Secretary of Energy’ s Memorandum to All Department of Energy
Employees relating to functiona accountability, dated May 23, 2006.

RESCISSION. Deegation Order 00-039.00 is hereby rescinded.

In exercising the authority delegated in this Order, a delegate shdl be governed by the
rules and regulations of the Department of Energy and the policies and procedures
prescribed by the Secretary or delegate(s).

4.1  Except asexpressy prohibited by law, regulation, or this Order, the Heads of
Departmental Headquarters Elements may delegete this authority further, inwholeor in
part.
